A LEADING politician on the isle is 
calling for the decision on one of the 
biggest planning applications the 
area has ever seen to be delayed. 

With the date approach¬ 
ing for the determination 
of Commercial Group 
Properties’ (CGP) applica¬ 
tion to build the first 
stage of the planned China 
Gateway industrial estate 
at Manston, former Thanet 
council leader Cllr Richard 
Nicholson says more time 
should be allowed for its 
consideration. 

The leader of the isle’s 
Labour group voiced his 
concerns in an open letter 
sent on Monday to Thanet council chief executive 
Richard Samuel. 

It is based on a newspaper article written by 
council leader Cllr Sandy Ezekiel which, he 
says, “could be seen as influencing the deci¬ 
sions to be taken”. 

In the article, Cllr Ezekiel says Chinese 
company Aigo is “investing in our local econo¬ 
my and creating many new jobs” - which is 
news to Cllr Nicholson. 

Signs have already been put up stating the 
electronics manufacturer will establish its 
‘first UK facility’ at the Summit Aviation 
building, being built near where the industrial 
estate is planned. 

Cllr Nicholson is now calling for more time 
to be allowed before the council decides on

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A BRIGHT FUTURE? Plans for Thanet College's new buildings have been shown to the council 

New college 
campus: here 
are the views

DESIGNS of what the new 
Thanet College campus 
could look like have been 
released. 

The working drawings were shown 
to Thanet council’s planning commit¬ 
tee at a recent meeting. 

The college plans to relocate to 
Westwood Business Park and has 
been given the go-ahead to move 
from its site in Ramsgate Road, 
Broadstairs. 

More detailed plans for the building 
are being drawn up. 

The committee also granted per¬ 
mission for the college to locate the 
building closer to the north boundary 
of the site in Westwood Road and to 
lower the height of the building. 

The college’s director of the re¬ 
location project, Rob Thrower, said: 
“We’re pleased to have been able to 
share the latest plans for the college 
redevelopment with the TDC plan¬ 
ning committee and are grateful for 
their approval to alter the position 
and scale of the new building. 

He added: “This now gives us the 
opportunity to work on more detailed 
plans for the exciting new college 
campus, which will give Thanet the 
learning and skills facilities it 
deserves. 


“These will be submitted for full 
planning approval later this year. 

“We are also moving ahead with the 
second stage for the full project 
approval with the Learning and 
Skills Council.” 

The college is using a London firm 
of architects with experience of 
designing school and college 
buildings. 

Members of the committee were 
told the college is working to ensure 
that the building both looks good 
from the outside and is designed to 
provide the best learning environ¬ 
ment for the students. 

Cllr Ken Gregory, chairman of the 
council’s planning committee, said: 
“I know that these are only draft 
plans at present. 

“However, they really do show that 
the college is committed not only to 
giving Thanet a top-quality education 
facility, but also to providing a build¬ 
ing that we can all be proud of.” 

He added: “The design that the col¬ 
lege showed us last week indicated 
that the bulk of the building is to be 
reduced from that previously agreed 
and that they are looking to push the 
building and parking area further 
away from the residential properties 
in Westwood Road. 

“This is a positive step and I look 
forward to seeing the final designs 
when they come before the 
committee.” 


Rescue package 
saves Chalkfoot 

CHALKFOOT theatre company 
has received a huge boost which 
will help it to continue operating. 

The Margate-based group looked 
like it would fold when Arts Council 
England pulled its grants earlier 
this year, but the group has 
received a financial shot in the arm 
from the county council. 

The authority has offered the 
company a £21,000 award following 
an application to its Kent Arts 
Development Unit. 

Artistic director Phillip Dart said: 
‘“We have had a difficult couple of 
months since our grant was cut, so 
we were delighted to hear Kent 
County Council has made funding 
available for 2008/9.” 

He added: ‘We have been unable 
to present our outdoor production 
this year, but thanks to KCC we will 
be able to offer our spring tour to 
community venues, together with a 
mini-festival and workshops for 
young people.” 

It will perform the world premiere 
of a play based on Erskine Childers’s 
novel, The Riddle Of The Sands, 
described as “the first great spy” 
book, which inspired James Bond 
creator Ian Fleming. 

Chalkfoot will also work with 
rural communities in Swale to pres¬ 
ent a ‘mini-festival’ over a long 
weekend, offering arts events and 
activities for residents and tourists. 

At Christmas the group will tour 
40 primary schools in Kent with its 
adaptation of The Snow Queen.

whether planning permission for 
the first stage, the so-called ‘phase 
one’ of China Gateway, is granted. 

He wrote: “I’ve been surprised to 
read the leader of the Tory group is 
claiming things which are both 
doubtful and at the present time 
unhelpful. Cllr Ezekiel also refers 
to flights to and from China.” 

He added: “I am formally asking 
you, has a deal been signed with 
Aigo? I also understand the plan¬ 
ning application for phase one of 
the China Gateway is coming to 
planning committee on August 20.

Gerry finally despairs of district council 


PARLIAMENTARY candi¬ 
date Gerry O’Donnell is call¬ 
ing for a mayoral referendum 
for Thanet. 

Mr O’Donnell, who will stand for 
election as a parliamentary candidate 
against Labour’s Dr Steve Ladyman 
and Conservative Laura Sandys, says 
that Thanet council has failed in its 
duty of care for the people of the isle 
and hopes that a new system can be 
introduced. 

He said: “In Ramsgate the council 
was informed, in three separate sur¬ 
veys, that the people of this town want¬ 
ed their own administration. 

“The first, undertaken by the council 
itself, was ignored and it did its best to 
discredit the second by discounting a 
quarter of the signatures without any 
reason whatsoever. 

“The third survey, a referendum, was 
described by the then Kent Association

Of Parish Councils as a flawed process 
in as much as the district council 
attempted to prejudice the outcome. 

“Nonetheless, 60 per cent of the elec¬ 
torate voted in favour of a town council 
and the council is still trying to discred¬ 
it it. So much for an electoral process 
we can trust! 

“Whatever initiative the district 
council undertakes, it goes through the 
sham of consultation without taking 
any notice of the outcome.” 

To trigger a referendum, five per cent 
of the isle’s population must sign a 
petition and the irrepressible Mr 
O’Donnell wants representatives from 
each area of Thanet to pitch in and 
help the process along. 

A public meeting will be held in the 


coming weeks to launch the process 
and Mr O’Donnell has issued an invi¬ 
tation to all those people who are will¬ 
ing to back his idea to go along. 

He said: “We need as many people 
from all over the island to attend and 
commit themselves to creating a may- 
oral administration.” 

Mr O’Donnell, leader of the Rams¬ 
gate First group, added: ‘We should 
vote for a change in the way we are 
governed and vote for a directly-elected 
mayor who will rise or fall according to 
their ability to do the job. 

“He or she will be directly elected by 
the people of Thanet and not be subject 
to the whims of party politics. 

“A mayor will be able to choose a 
cabinet made up of not just councillors 
but of talented people from outside the 
council chamber: people who can hold a 
knife and fork.” 

Thanet council was not available for 
comment.

Dangerous gas work 
sparks a hefty fine 


A LARGE fine has been handed out 
to a man who carried out poor gas 
safety work in the isle. 

Tommy Smith, from Banstead in 
Surrey, did the work during Jan¬ 
uary 2007. 

He reduced the height of two 
chimneys which contained gas 
boiler flues, which can affect the 
build-up of carbon monoxide in 
properties, although no one was 
harmed in this instance. 

Smith, 33, pleaded guilty to the 
charges of breaching two counts of 
Regulation 8(1) of the Gas Safety 
Regulations 1998 involving under¬ 
taking work on chimneys, which 
resulted in a risk of carbon monox¬ 
ide build-up in the two properties 
involved. 

He was fined £13,998 and ordered 
to pay costs of £12,210 by magis¬ 
trates at Margate court on Friday 
last week. 

The prosecution was brought by 
the Health and Safety Executive 
and Kent Trading Standards after 
they investigated the potentially 
dangerous work carried out on gas 
appliances in the homes of elderly 
people in Kent. 

Smith’s occupation was property 
maintenance and had nothing to do 


with gas fitting. HSE inspector 
Mike Walters said: ‘We are pleased 
that justice has been done. 

“It is illegal to carry out gas safety 
work if you are not registered to do 
so. 

“Mr Smith took advantage of 
these vulnerable, elderly residents 
and, as a result, not only broke the 
law, but caused them deep distress 
and potentially put their lives at 
risk.” 

Kent Trading Standards stated 
that Mr Smith had breached two 
counts of the Regulation 4A(1) 
Consumer Protection by entering 
into a contract but failing to deliver 
written notice of consumers’ cancel¬ 
lation rights. 

The trader was also accused of one 
breach of Section 4 of the Business 
Names Act 1985 by failing to state 
contact details on an invoice where 
legal documents could be served. 

In the light of the successful pros¬ 
ecution the HSE is urging people to 
only use competent, registered gas 
fitters when having their boilers 
and heating systems serviced. 

Mr Walters said: “It is essential 
that individuals and companies who 
carry out work on chimneys adhere 
to the guidance given.”

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PUP RESCUE HAS THE SEAL-GOOD FACTOR 



A baby seal has been rescued from St Mildred's 
Bay. 

The British Divers Marine Life Rescue was 
called out to the bay in Westgate-on-Sea on 
Saturday after the pup was spotted swimming 
around looking for somewhere to beach. 

The creature was wary of coming too far 
inland as onlookers had gathered to watch and 
it was becoming distressed. 

Michelle Spain, a BDMLR volunteer, was called 
to the scene. 

She said: "She had apparently been swimming 
around from Minnis Bay and was looking for 
somewhere to rest, but because of the obvious 
attention she was attracting, she could not find 
anywhere safe. 

"Eventually, she beached on the slipway at 
St Mildred's Bay after several of us moved 
onlookers away to allow the seal to beach." 

She added: "She was very malnourished and 
very weak. I could tell she wasn't in the best of 
shape as she was quite skinny when she should 
have been filled out with rolls of blubber." 

The seal, named Mildred after the place she 
ended up, was taken to a Hastings rescue centre. 
Michelle said: "I heard she was doing well next 
day and had been put on a drip and antibiotics." 


Airport chief: training 
flights part of the mix 


THE issue of training flights at 
Manston’s Kent International Air¬ 
port continues to be divisive. 

While airport bosses defend the need to host 
the flights, many people feel the frequency and 
routes taken by the planes is causing the isle 
more trouble than they are worth. 

Writing for Yourthanet two weeks ago, popu¬ 
lar blogger Eastcliff Richard criticised the 
flights, saying they caused disruption and were 
the only way the airport made any real money. 

In response, Matt Clarke, the airport’s chief 
executive, said: “There is no specific timetable 
for training flights - instead, operators book 
slots as and when they need them. 

“Sometimes these are during the week and 
sometimes they are at the weekends. A range of 
operators, including British Airways, uses Kent 
International Airport for training flights.” 

He added: “Training flights make up one 
strand of business for the airport, along with

freight activities and the summer passenger 
flights to a wide range of destinations. 

“It’s certainly true that the airport has the 
potential to offer more than it currently does 
and that is the purpose behind the current 
master-planning exercise. 

‘We believe the many advantages of flying 
from Kent International make scheduled pas¬ 
senger flights highly attractive to passengers 
and operators.” 

Mr Clarke pointed to a recent KOS Media 
survey which said that many county residents 
say they would be prepared to pay a premium 
to use the airport rather than enduring the 
travelling that goes with flying from airports 
such as Gatwick and Heathrow. 

He said: “This is demonstrated by the strong 
demand for the services currently operated 
from KIA, with load factors often exceeding 95 


per cent and services already confirmed and on 
sale for next summer.” 

“In order to move forward the airport must 
be built on a strong business model, which will 
be a mixture of freight and passenger services, 
with general aviation uses also accom¬ 
modated.” 

Figures show that 48 night flights flew out of 
Manston during 2008. 

MK Airlines flew 13 of those, making it the 
operator to fly the most of the 48 flights. 

Under the 106 agreement between Thanet 
council and the airport, journeys are classed as 
night flights when they occur between the 
hours of 11pm and 7am, with some air oper¬ 
ators fined if the noise level is too high. 

In 2007, eight fines of £1,000 or more were 
handed out. 

MK Airlines was hit with a hefty £4,000 fine 
for one flight in February of that year, with a 
flight in January picking up a £2,000 fine for 
the operator.

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Stench that 
just won't be 
weeded out 


Rules mean that seaweed can 
not be moved, claims council

HUMBLE seaweed is causing a 
real stink at Minnis Bay. 

The rotting weed has been sending up a 
nasty smell during the recent high temper¬ 
atures rise as it decomposes in the bay. 

Thanet council says it is using machinery 
to push much of the weed back out to sea 
because it is illegal to move it elsewhere, under 
rules set down by the Environment Agency. 

The JCB Telehandlers have specially 
designed forks to remove seaweed and don’t 
pick up stones along with the weed, but the 
smell is undoubtedly pungent, especially on 
hot days. 

The situation has been exacerbated by the 
high levels that have been washed up around 
Thanet this summer. 

Some people are calling for greater action 
and want the weed used on the land to help 
improve soil quality, rather than keep push¬ 
ing it back out to sea. 

Anthony Curwen, farmer and manager of 
Quex Park Estates, is one who has called for 
a resolution to the problem. 

He said: “If you have large sections of the 
beach covered in seaweed, people are going to 
want to go, are they? 

“It’s a big problem - we don’t want beaches 
clogged up with it. Years ago the council 
would take it all off to landfill, which is a 
total waste and costs thousands of pounds. 

“Then they started to compost it and gave 
it to the farmers for free, which we quite 
liked as it has value as organic material.” 

He added: “Thanet council should work 
with DEFRA [Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs] and local farmers to 
see if they can find land it can go on at this 
time of year. There must be a solution.” 

Adding seaweed to soil is seen as a good 
thing as it adds substance to it, which will 
help improve water retention and drainage, 
but as many farmers are yet to harvest their 
crops it is not possible to introduce it to the 
fields, meaning it is left on the shoreline. 

Mr Curwen said: ‘You may not reap the 
benefits for many years, but Thanet soil is 
very low on organic matter, so putting it into 
the soil can be beneficial.

“It’s a good long-term thing to do.” 

Cllr Shirley Tomlinson, Thanet council’s 
cabinet member for commercial and environ¬ 
mental services, said: “We’re experiencing 
the highest levels of seaweed that we’ve seen 
in the last 20 years at Minnis Bay, so this 
amount of seaweed is certainly not usual for 
our area. 

“The council is responding and has two 
machines currently down at the beach, mov¬ 
ing it out to sea and we are trying to keep the 
high-tide area as free from seaweed as we 
can. 

“However, at this stage of the season, we 
cannot legally move it anywhere.”

Resident spots big cat 
stalking near cliff-top 

A BIG cat has been been reported on the edge 
of Cliftonville. 

Peter Cobbe was looking out of his upstairs 
window in The Ridings when he saw what he 
believes to have been a large carnivorous cat 
at about 5pm on Saturday, July 26. 

His house faces a large patch of overgrown 
grassland near the cliff-top. 

Neil Arnold, of the Kent Big Cat Research 
Group, said: “He was amazed to see a large 
black cat, the size of a large dog with a very 
long tail, stalking along the edge of the mead¬ 
ow and then vanish into it.” 

Mr Arnold added: “It’s possibly the same 
animal that in the past has been seen at 
Birchington and Westgate-on-Sea. 

“Sightings suggest that the animals - a 
puma has also been sighted in the vicinity - 
have vast territories as far as Canterbury and 
Deal, but they don’t frequent Thanet too often.” 

The expert says the animals are feasting on 
bird and rabbits.

Committee sure plan 
is right for children 

A NEW children’s centre will be built in 
Ramsgate. 

At a county council planning applications 
meeting held last week the committee ap¬ 
proved the application for a centre next to 
Priory Infant School. 

County councillor Elizabeth Green said: 
“This is great news as it’s been desperately 
needed as there are no facilities of this type in 
this ward. I’ve been working with the school 
for a long time to try to get this, so it is really 
welcome. ” 

The centre will offer a range of health, adult 
education and family support services like 
antenatal classes, baby clinics and drop-in 
sessions for parents and children. 

The facilities should also include full day 
care for children aged under five and places for 
more than 20 children in each of the morning 
and afternoon sessions. 

The scheme is part of the Government’s Sure 
Start programme, which is designed to 
increase the availability of childcare for all 
children, improve health and emotional 
development for young children and support 
parents. 

Junction work complete 

KENT Highway Services has completed 
improvement works to the junction of the 
A254 Ramsgate Road and College Road 
(Victoria traffic lights) in Margate. 

The works at the crash hot-spot started at 
the end of March, aiming to make the junction 
safer for pedestrians, to reduce vehicle queues 
and to prevent delays to bus services. 

The improvements were carried out after a 
number of crashes in recent years, as well as 
concerns over congestion. 

The traffic signals have been replaced with a 
new method of operation called MOVA. 

The system assesses traffic flow and alters 
signal timings to suit traffic conditions.

What does your role at the theatre involve? 

A I book all the shows that come into the the¬ 
atre and put together the programme. 
That means all the events that are happening 
both on and off our stage. 

I’m always trying to ensure that there is a 
good variety of entertainment, but also that 
the quality is as high as we can get. 

A great deal of time is spent trying to find 
out about the most exciting work that’s avail¬ 
able.

There are some excellent modern classics, 
Shakespeare, ballet, music and opera - and 
we’re looking forward to being part of the 
Canterbury Festival, as well.

It’s very funny, but there’s adventure, 
romance and superb music in there, as well as 
barrels of audience participation.

Helping stem the 
flood of misery

GOVERNMENT funding has been prom¬ 
ised for homes not protected by adequate 
flood defences but at risk from rising water 
levels. 

In recent years the county has seen flooding cause 
costly damage to properties and misery for homeowners 
in the Maidstone area - particularly around the villages 
of Yalding and Collier Street. 

Areas of Sheppey Thanet and land to the north of 
Dover have also been highlighted as threatened and 
recently flood defences have been installed along the 
coast of Romney Marsh. 

The Swale, Thames and Medway estuaries are also 
places which have concerned environmentalists. 

The Department for Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs (Defra) has now reacted by pledging at least £5 
million nationally to homes at risk of flooding. 

This will enable individual properties to be assisted - 
mainly in areas where large-scale defences such as walls 
and flood barriers are not available. 

Environment Minister Phil Woolas said: “Traditional 
community level defences are not a viable answer to 
flooding in all areas, but individual householders can 
make a big difference themselves by protecting their 
properties. 

“The Government wants to support people in making 
relatively simple changes which can nevertheless have a 
huge impact on a property’s resilience. 

“Measures such as door-boards, air-brick covers, water¬ 
proof walls and floors, and raised electrics, can all reduce 
any potential damage caused by floodwater. 

“Research suggests that these measures can cut the 
financial costs of flooding by 50 to 80 per cent. They 
lessen the disruption and distress, and can halve the 
amount of time it takes to dry out and repair a property. 

“Putting a package of measures in place can cost 
£4,000 to £5,000 for the average semi-detached house, 
but it could prevent flood damage of up to tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds, as well as the attendant distress and 
disruption that flooding can cause.”

Island people 
raise a glass 
to centuries of 
naval tradition 

I THE majority of people in Kent see them¬ 
selves as members of an island race which has 
historic ties with the Royal Navy and its tradi¬ 
tion of maritime heroics. 

The county has strong ties with the Navy 
such as Chatham Dockyard, the Cinque Ports 
and the Dover Patrol of both world wars. 

A massive 83 per cent of the people ques¬ 
tioned on behalf of Wood’s 100 Old Navy Rum 
stated their belief that British history has 
been influenced by the Navy and its traditions 
- compared with a national average of 75 per 
cent. Also 79 per cent felt that Britain’s naval 
heritage should be taught at school, again 
slightly higher than the national average at 77 
per cent. 

Sarah Pace, of Wood’s Rum, said: 
“Traditionally the Navy has been the ‘silent 
service’ - as an island nation it has been 
assumed that everyone knows Britain needs a 
Navy. 

“But perhaps the time has come for the Navy 
to shout about its forgotten contributions and 
make people better aware of its influence on 
our national identity. 

“There is a willingness to learn and we are 

I trying to play our part in raising awareness of 
traditions. Rum played an intrinsic part in the 
Navy’s history and therefore that of the coun¬ 
try.”

This matchless odyssey begins with a subtle flourish as Balmoral 
awaits you in Dover on a chilly February night. Excitement and 
anticipation hang in the air all around you. The siren booms out in the 
cold night air and, ablaze with light from stem to stern, Balmoral 
leaves reality astern. The adventure is under way. 

Days grow steadily warmer as we head into the Mediterranean, and an overnight 
call at fabled Port Said. On to India via the man-made miracle of Suez for landfall in 
modern Mumbai, now a prawling city of fifteen million inhabitants, and the centre of 
the remarkable Bollywood film industry. It was formerly much better known as 
Bombay. That original name came from the Portuguese ‘bom baia’, which means

Singapore was the original ‘Lion City’ inaugurated by Sir Stamford Raffles in the 
1830s. Today’s almost relentlessly clean fagade of concrete, steel and glass is 
complemented by earlier echoes such as Raffles Hotel, the Ritz of the Far East. The 
imperious Merlion fountain still attracts the crowds, while contemporary diners and 
shoppers throng the designer stores leading to Clark and Boat Quays.

Tory councillor Simon Moores berates a society that increasingly seems to be turning a blind eye to its booze culturi 

We must call time on young 
drinkers before it's too late 



IF alcohol abuse among young 
people nationally represents a 
health crisis, then here in Thanet 
it should be a subject of acute 
concern and prompt action. 

Alcohol-fuelled anti-social behaviour on the 
island conjures-up images of the ‘gin traps’ 
of the 19th century and stretches the limited 
resources of the police and our hospital in 
dealing with its consequences. 

While the island has its well-known alcohol- 
related hotspots, as a Westgate councillor I’m 
worried by the number of young people I see 
openly guzzling super-strength lagers when we 
have an island-wide ban on public drinking. 

One evening, recently, I spotted a dozen 
teenagers hauling their contraband on to the 
promenade at St Mildred’s Bay. 

A generous quantity of Stella Artois looked 
set to last them several hours into the evening. 
Earlier, I had seen members of the same group 
hanging around the village obviously trying to 


buy their supplies in bulk, and from what I 
saw their foray had been successful. 

Following the visit to Thanet this month by 
Kent’s Chief Constable, we have been hearing 
about a zero-tolerance approach to anti-social 
behaviour and so, as a local councillor sitting on 
the licensing committee, I called the police 
number, telling them where they could find the 
group. I asked them to confiscate the alcohol 
and, if possible, find out the source of supply 
I sat for half an hour on the seafront watch¬ 
ing the party get under way before calling the 
police again. “Sorry, we are busy,” I was told. 
“But we will get a car along as soon as we can.” 

I went home and tried twice more, with the 
head of the licensing committee also making a 
call of her own. Two hours later I went back 
down to the seafront and the party was almost 
finished, with the empty lager cans now liber¬ 
ally decorating the promenade and the beach. 

The teenagers were rowdy but at least this 
time, and unlike the previous week when I 
reported them drinking in Ethelbert Square, 
they weren’t urinating in public. 


The police never arrived. Their limited 
Thanet resource had been needed in Rams¬ 
gate and, after all, a few kids getting ham¬ 
mered at St Mildred’s Bay is a very minor 
problem in contrast with the uglier scenes 
they are called to deal with on a daily basis. 

But there’s a greater principle at stake here. 
We must accept as a community that we have 
a growing problem of alcohol abuse among 
under-age and, indeed, adult drinkers. 

The Government that gave us 24-hour 
drinking has revealed that more than 600,000 
children admit drinking on a regular basis, 
and our own Thanet local authority areas were 
above the national average for both hospital 
admissions and all recorded alcohol-related 
crime in 2005-2006. 

We should regard the scourge of teenage 
drinking as a much higher priority social 
welfare challenge and adopt both a zero- 
tolerance attitude to the presence of drunken 
children on our streets and the licensees who 
may be selling alcohol to these most vulner¬ 
able members of our society

IS the truth still out 
there? 

After six years away from the 
world of the paranormal, alien 
invasions and spooky phenome¬ 
na, it seems that now, the answer 
is a resounding yes, with FBI 
agents Mulder and Scully back in 
business with a brand new X- 
Files movie. 

But according to David 
Duchovny, who returns as Fox 
Mulder, it feels like they’ve never 
really been away. 

“I never thought about it end¬ 
ing,” he says. “We always had the 
desire to grow the TV show into a 
movie franchise. We didn’t really 
want it to end. 

‘We loved the show, we loved 
the characters, and we enjoyed 
working with one another.” 

Gillian Anderson, who returns 
as Dana Scully, and who is cur¬ 
rently six months pregnant with 
her third child, agreed to do the 
film without so much as a glance 
at the finished script. 

She admits of the film, which 
was co-written and directed by X- 
Files creator Chris Carter: “We’d 
had the discussion early on, that 
were it ever to come to fruition, 
we’d all be on board for another 
film. With six years having passed 
when we’d been doing other 
things professionally and person¬ 
ally, it felt like good timing.” 

Hugely successful, The X-Files 
spawned a movie and ran for nine 
TV seasons, with viewers in more 
than 60 countries glued to Mulder 
and Scully’s investigations into 
unsolved cases involving paranor¬ 
mal phenomena. But shooting the 
series for ten months a year took 
its toll on David, who left after 
eight seasons in 2002. 

He admits: “I had to leave 
because of the time commitment. 
It was never, ‘God, I hate the 


show! I can’t stand working with 
these people!”’ 

However, David was keen to 
step back into Mulder’s shoes for 
the film with both agents having 
left the FBI. Scully - now working 
as a doctor - and Mulder are liv¬ 
ing together. But their relation¬ 
ship is tested when FBI agent 
Dakota Whitney (Amanda Peet) 
asks Mulder to help investigate 
the disappearance of a female 
agent, with the help of psychic 


and convicted paedophile, Father 
Joseph (Billy Connolly). 

Gillian says: “Even though we’re 
not working side by side through¬ 
out the whole film, there’s that 
intensity between the characters 
and the thriller storyline at the 
same time.” 

The film also sees the resump¬ 
tion of the powerful on-screen 
chemistry between David and 
Gillian. Despite the actors having 
rarely been in contact with each

other in recent years, they both 
admit they were able to recreate 
their characters’ special relation¬ 
ship without too much effort. 

“The chemistry between David 
and I is something that is there 
naturally,” Gillian explains. “It 
has been there despite ourselves, 
no matter what moods we’re in or 
what was going on in our person¬ 
al lives. 

“No matter how we felt on a 
particular day - when we were in 
a scene together, the chemistry 
was there. There are shades of it 
in other projects I’ve done. But 
there’s something different with 
David and that’s the unexplain¬ 
able bit.” 

Since The X-Files ended, both 
David and Gillian have distanced 
themselves from Mulder and 
Scully with a variety of different 
projects. Gillian impressed in 
Dickensian BBC drama Bleak 
House while David returned to 
TV in cult US hit Califomication. 

So will David and Gillian be 
interested in opening the X-Files 
again? 

“We’ll see,” says David. “It works 
and it can work forever as long as 
the stories are good,” he adds.

Napoleon's diamond in the rough 


FACT FILE: BELGIUM 

Time difference UK+1 hour

WHEN Napoleon Bonaparte visit¬ 
ed Antwerp in 1803, he did not 
mince his words in describing the 
city as “the most backward provin¬ 
cial nest I have ever seen”. 

The story goes that he slept on this thought 
overnight and the next day - with the invasion 
of England at the back of his mind - ordered 
docks to be built. To him the Scheldt, on the 
banks of which the city stands, looked like a 
gun barrel aiming at his biggest enemy. 

Today’s visitors to Antwerp, the second 
largest city in Belgium, will discover that it is 
modem, vibrant and full of surprises. 

The Dutch have been making Antwerp a 
popular weekend destination for years, where¬ 
as the British usually head for Bmges. 

The two have much in common, with beauti¬ 
ful buildings, museums and galleries, and 
shops selling exquisite, hand-made chocolates. 

But Antwerp has another jewel in its crown 
- the diamond industry. More than 80 per cent 
of the world’s production of rough and indus¬ 
trial diamonds passes through the city, and 50 
per cent of all polished stones are traded here. 

You will also find the most renowned, spe¬ 
cialised diamond cutters and polishers in the 
world. Visit Diamondland to see craftsmen at 
work and learn more about the industry. 

There are even special packages available 
for couples looking for that perfect diamond 
ring - with hotel accommodation thrown in 


according to how much your chosen rock will 
set you back. Chocolate diamonds are also on 
sale for those without the cash to splash on the 
real thing. 

Art aficionados may prefer to take in the 
Royal Museum of Fine Arts. Situated in the 
heart of the trendy southern part of Antwerp, 
this stately 19th century building houses mag¬ 
nificent works and offers an overview of the 
history of artistic life in Flanders and 
Belgium. 

Be prepared to be overwhelmed by an 
impressive collection of baroque works by 
Rubens and his contemporaries. 

The impressive Cathedral of Our Lady dom¬ 
inates the Antwerp skyline. It took 170 years 
to build and is the largest Gothic church in the 
Low Countries. 

If all this culture leaves you craving some 
retail therapy, you’ll find the city is blessed 
with a diverse range of stores. Even better, the 
shopping zones are in the cultural and historic 
sections of the city. The majestic Meir is said to 
be the busiest shopping street in Belgium, 
attracting 240,000 visitors a week. 

Lovers of bric-a-brac, old books and prints 
can go treasure-hunting in the shops along 
Minderbroedersrui, Hoogstraat and 
Kloosterstraat, one long street with a huge 
concentration of stores selling collectibles. 

Antwerp is alive with restaurants, bistros 
and pubs that often feature a regional menu. 
Belgium is, of course, famed for its beers and 
the amber-coloured bolleke is a popular choice. 

With a wealth of things to see and do, 
Antwerp is an ideal location for a weekend 
break.

County dismisses 
extra homes idea 

SUGGESTIONS from an independent 
body that the Government should 
increase its house-building programme 
have been given short shrift at County 
Hall. 

Kent County Council is urging minis¬ 
ters to reject the latest call to build more 
homes in the south. 

Cabinet member Cllr Roger Gough 
said enough homes for the next 20 years 
were already planned. 

He was speaking after the National 
Housing and Planning Advice Unit, an 
independent body set up by the 
Government, recommended housing 
stock should be increased by between 18 
and 55 per cent to between 37,800 and 
49,700 homes a year. 

This compares with 28,900 homes a 
year in the draft South East Plan, which 
emphasises growth areas around 
Ashford and along the Thames estuary. 

Cllr Gough said: “We have a set of 
numbers that have already been 
through a lengthy and rigorous process 
as part of the South East Plan and we 
should stick to them. 

“We already have the key infrastruc¬ 
ture for these homes either in place or 
planned over the next 20 years. It would 
be wrong to add to the pressure on Kent 
and other parts of the South East at this 
stage. 

“The increase recommended by this 
agency seems disproportionate to our 
needs. We should be very wary of the 
Government taking this seriously.” 

Down from London 

PROPERTY market experts say an 
influx of London wealth could raise prop¬ 
erty prices in Ashford. 

The town’s housing market is expected 
to benefit as the high-speed rail link 
moves closer, pushing prices much high¬ 
er than they now are - just above the 
regional average - to something rivalling 
those seen in and around towns such as 
Tunbridge Wells and Sevenoaks.

MADELEINE Rose estate agents are 
selling a five-bedroom listed house in 
Kenardington for £599,950 that has all 
the features you’d want from a tradition¬ 
al Kentish home. 

It is only seven miles from Ashford, but 
if it was nearer to Tunbridge Wells, the 
asking price would be nearer seven fig¬ 
ures, according to market analysts.

Hill-on-Sea and has retained its atmosphere,” 
said Charles Bainbridge, partner at Colebrook 
Sturrock, which has offices across east Kent. 

He said those in search of quieter beach life 
head to Joss Bay, which is popular with local 
surfers; Kingsgate Bay, where steps makes 
pushchair access tricky; and Viking Bay. 

Analysts say prices are relatively low. People 
can pick up a basic one-bedroom flat in town 
for about £100,000 and a four or five-bedroom 
semi or detached house for £250,000. 

Ancient Lights, a three-bedroom Edwardian 
maisonette overlooking the pier, is on the mar¬ 
ket for £495,000. 


By contrast, it is difficult to buy a beachside 
house in Whitstable for less than £500,000. 

“It’s a good bet for investment over the next 
five to 10 years,” Mr Bainbridge said. 

“Along with the rest of the Kent coast, 
Broadstairs is likely to benefit from improve¬ 
ments in rail services from December next 
year, which will see domestic services travel¬ 
ling at 140mph down the high-speed line from 
London St Pancras to the Channel tunnel, 
used so far only by Eurostar.” 

The survey reflects market findings that the 
downturn in the property market has been felt 
less in Kent than in other parts of the UK 
because of the area’s excellent transport links 
and proximity to London.

Yours truly was at the wheel with a three- 
man Motors TV video crew aboard plus 
two cameras and other gear tucked beneath 
the rear hatch. 

The little Merc coped with everything 
thrown at it in terms of comfort too, apart from 
the air con failing to cope with ‘four-up’ on a 
hot humid day. 

Having proved that the CLC could deal with 
a motorway commute even when fully laden, I 
later tackled some country roads and discov¬ 
ered how much the old Sports Coupe’s flabby 
ride quality and cornering had been sorted; 
this revised car copes better and even the 
relatively modest 122bhp of the test car - a 
150bhp version of the same 2,148cc turbod¬ 
iesel is the likely best-seller - made the CLC 
feel lively and assured. 

The coupe also seems well-built and 
standard kit is reasonable though not overly 
generous, probably to keep the CLC below 
that psychological £20,000 barrier, but the M- 
B marketing machine has been astute with 
the options packages and our car had the 
£1,050 five-speed auto ‘box with steering 
wheel gearchange ‘paddles’, plus cruise control 
- worth thinking about.

Water way to save 


■ BYTONYPATEY 


SOUTH East businesses must 
act now if they want to avoid a 
future water crisis, according to 
sustainable business experts 
Envirowise. 

It says the fuel crisis will pale in compar¬ 
ison with the impact limited water supplies 
and resulting price hikes could have if busi¬ 
nesses continue current consumption levels 
and waste millions of litres a day. 

Water is becoming an increasingly expen¬ 
sive resource, with the average bill from 
UK water companies set to rise by 18 per 
cent during the next five years. 

Supplies are already being stretched and 
businesses in the South East use nearly 1.5 
billion cubic metres every year. 

New research from Envirowise shows the 
biggest business water users are those in 
this region, followed by the North West and 
Wales, with manufacturers, retailers, hotels 
and restaurants all having a key part. 

The firm estimates businesses in the 
South East could make annual savings of 
up to 494 milli on cubic metres of water, 
worth around £523 million per year, and 
has launched a new free resource efficiency 
initiative to help them. 

Elaine Sharp, programme marketing 
manager at Envirowise, a government 
funded programme that offers practical 
environmental advice for businesses, says: 
“Water is still considered by many as a 
cheap and limitless resource. The reality is 
that we are using far too much of it and this 
is putting pressure on existing supplies.” 

It says a business can make savings of up 
to 30 per cent off its water and effluent 
bills, and these can increase to 50 per cent 
by investing in long-term water saving 
projects and water-efficient technology. 

Ms Sharp says: “There are many simple, 
no-cost ways of improving water efficiency, 
including fixing taps and installing water¬ 
saving devices. A tap dripping two drops a 
second across a year, for example, could 
waste nearly 10,000 litres of water.” 

The initiative - called Rippleffect - is 
open to businesses of any size in England 
and the deadline for joining the six-month 
programme is September 10.

England choose KP 
ahead of Kent's Key 


ROB Key failed to make a shock return to 
the England cricket team, having been 
tipped in some quarters to succeed Ashes- 
winning captain 
Michael Vaughan. 

Key, who last 
played for England 
against South 
Africa in 2005, was 
a favourite of some 
to take over from 
Vaughan, who quit 
as skipper after 
England lost the 
third Test at Edg- 
baston and with it 
the series. 

England one-day 
captain Paul Col- 
lingwood also stood 
down from his post 
at the weekend, 
which left the way 
open for a new cap¬ 
tain to lead the side 
in both disciplines. 

Kevin Pietersen, however, got the nod 
from selectors to take over both roles on 
Monday, although it is believed Kent cap¬ 
tain Key was part of a shortlist including 
Andrew Strauss and Alastair Cook. 

Former England fast bowler and current 
Yorkshire captain Darren Gough believes 
choosing Key would have been a better long¬ 
term approach. 

He said: “Appointing Rob Key would be a 
good move now, to draw a line under the 
recent past and make a fresh start.” 

While former players and cricket writers 
pushed for the inclusion of Key, one of his ex- 
England team-mates, Graham Thorpe, felt 
the Kent skipper would need to establish 
himself in the side before taking on the cap¬ 
taincy. 

He said: “It would be a tremendous 
amount of pressure to place upon Rob, who 
should first be given the chance to prove 
himself in Tests again.” 

Although Key missed out on the side to 
play South Africa at The Oval tomorrow, he 
is pushing for a place in the winter squad 
that will tour India. 

He will, however, be battling for a place 
with Middlesex star Owais Shah and Essex 
all-rounder Ravi Bopara. 

While Key contemplates a return to the 
England set up and a winter tour to India, 
his Kent side will definitely not be making 
the trip overseas after it was confirmed they 
have been denied an opportunity to take 
part in the inaugural Champions League. 

As suspected, their inclusion of 1 ‘rebel’ Indi¬ 
an Cricket League stars Justin Kemp and 
Azhar Mahmood has meant Kent were not 
invited to take part in the £2.4 million 
Champions League by organisers and rival 
group, the Indian Premier League. 

Twenty20 Cup winners Middlesex have 
been invited and it is expected Essex, who 
Kent beat in the semi-final, may take the 
Spitfires’ place in the Champions League.
